Michael - The type of project depends on how old your daughter is. A project 
suited for a high school Junior is obviously unsuited for an elementary or 
middle school student. 


There are lots of good opportunities for projects involving Ham Radio. These 
can be expanded or contracted depending on the age of your daughter. 


The Doppler effect can be investigated by using the ham radio satellites. If 
you have a computer with a spectrum analyzer you can get good frequency 
shift vs time (which you can convert to relative velocity) plots. There are 
usuable beacons on 29 MHz, 144 MHz, and 432MHz that one could use. Also, you 
might measure a car going by with its horn blaring to compare. If you don't 


have a 144 or 432 receiver you could build a simple converter to HF with a 
602 and a simple crystal/multiplier. 


Build an oscillator and use it to measure crystal properties. Build filters 
out of these crystals and see how the in band properties vary. 


Use the same oscillator to measure the inductance of torroids. Have your 
daughter wind 10 or so torroids and see how they vary. Have her friends wind 
torroids and see how the spread in properties is with different builders. 


Use the NCDXF beacon network and WWV/WWVH to compare predicted MUFs with 
actuals. Your daughter could build antennas to cover these frequencies. 


Buy a bunch of 1% resistors of the same value and see if they really are 
within 1%. Your daughter could build a simple Ohm meter or bridge to do the 
measuring. 


Get a Variac, a 120 V to 220 V transformer and a light socket. Then plot the 
lifetimes of lightbulbs as a function of Voltage. Keep one hand in your 
pocket, and wear sunglasses. 


These are just some suggestions. You get the idea. Build something and use 
it to measure something interesting. 


I did Science Fair projects in Junior and Senior High School. I am now a 
professional scientist, belive it or not!! (my boss doesn't) If you want to 
see me and my 1967 project, "A Phased Vertical Array for the Amateur Radio 
Bands", click on the follwing URL:

Greetings 


I'm not sure if this has been thought of before, but how about another hound 
scoring based on transmitter power ? The lower the power, the higher the 
score you get for the fox. The fox would remain at the normal 5 watts. 


I find that I can get a pelt fairly quickly if I'm at 5 W. 3W or less seems 
to be more of a challenge. Operators would have to take a gamble with a 
lower power as the possiblity of not making the contact would be higher. 
Towards the end of a fox run, operators would most likely increase their 
power to 5W to insure a pelt, but would sacrifice points. 


I know this would mean extra work for the scorer, but perhaps if the format 
each fox posts can be standardized 100 %, someone could write a program to 
process it all and spit out the scores quickly. 


I was thinking of this as a formula: 

10 + 10 log (5 / your power in watts) 

or 10 plus how many dB below 5 watts your transmit power was. For example, 
if you worked the fox with 1 watt, your signal is 6.9 dB below 5 watts, so 
your score for the pelt would be 16.9. We could round up to simplify if 
desired. 

Any thoughts on this ?

The mention of ‘impedance' suggests the alternate terms for this stuff: 


impedance often written with the symbol 'z' has the units of ohms. 

3 + j7 ohms, for example. the real part, 3, is called resistance; the 

imaginary part, j7, is called reactance (positive<->inductive or 

negative<->capacitive, but not 

imaginary)-- 7 ohms reactance. a typical symbolic expression might be 
Z = r+ jx. © is resistance, x is reactance. 

note that r and x are considered to be in series. 


admittance is the reciprocal of the corresponding reactance, often written 
with the symbol 'y' with units of Siemens these days; years ago these 
units were mhos. so, y = 1/z = 1/(r + jx) = 

(x/(xrxr + x*x)) -jCX/(r‘r + x*x)) = g + jb. now g is called conductance 
and b is called susceptance. so, 1/(3 + j7) = 3/58 -3j7/58 Siemens. 
here, g and b are considered to be in parallel. 
negative b is inductive susceptance, etc. 
the conversion from a given admittance to the equivalent impedance is: 
z= 1/y = 1/(g + jb) = 

(g/(gxg + bxb) -j(b/(gxg + b*xb)) = xr + jx. starting with 5 +j2 Siemens, 
the series equivalent is 5/29 - 32/29 ohms. 
you find admittance parameters used in transistor data sheets in the 
frequency range below uhf, above which s-parameters are common. 


A guy named Guillemin coined the term 'immittance' for cases where either 
impedance or admittance apply in a theoretical discussion; I don't 
remember whether there are units for imittance or names for the real and 
imaginary parts. this term sometimes shows up in network analyzer 
manuals, for example. 


for individual lumped elements: 


a capacitor of value c farads, has -1/(2*pixf*c) ohms reactance 
or 2xpixfxc Siemens susceptance. (£ is in Hz.) 


an inductor of L henries inductance has 2xpixf*L ohms reactance or 
-1/(2xpixf*L) Siemens susceptance. 


a resistor of r ohms resistance has 1/r Siemens conductance. 
a resistor of g Siemens conductance has 1/g ohms resistance. 


a resistor on its own does not change with frequency, however, when 
resistors and reactive elements are combined in networks, the real part of 
impedances or admittances of the aggregate may now be a function of 
frequency. just consider the simplest possible case-- a resistor in 
series with a capacitor. z = r -j/(2*pixfxc) 
here, the real part remains r (constant), while the imaginary part or the 
reactive 
part varies inversely as the frequency. If this impedance is plotted as 
frequency is varied ona 
two dimensional graph representing real part or resistance on one axis and 
imaginary part or reactance on the perpendicular axis, the graph or 
impedance locus is a straight line, parallel to the reactance axis, going 
from the value r of the real axis, and extending in the negative imaginary 
direction to infinity. 
an interesting thing happens when the parallel equivalent admittance is 
plotted-- y = 1/(r -j/(2*pixfxc)) = 
r/(rxr + (1/((2*pixixc)*(2*pixixc)))) + 

j/((2xpixixc)* (rar + (1/((2kpixtxc)*(2*pixtxc) )))) 


believe it or not, this plots as a semicircle starting at the origin with 
a diameter equal to 1/r, ending on the real axis, and on the positive 
imaginary side of the real axis. 

since the points around this semicircle represent different frequencies, 
it's hard to say that the equivalent admittance network has a constant 
conductance, even though the resistance itself doesn't change with 
frequency. 


Try plotting the combined impedance of a resistor and capacitor connected 
in parallel, when the frequency varies. 


this is the beginning of understanding matching (antenna tuning) networks, 
where reactive elements are used to transform the resistive part of the 
load, as well as the reactive part. 


As an aside, a Smith chart may be used to invert complex numbers 
(admittance <-> impedance). Examine the chart, notice reactance scales are 
positive and negative, but the resistance scale is only positive (inside 
the outer circle.) The proper chart for this has normalized coordinates, 
with the center labelled 1 ohm. plot the complex number to be 

inverted. draw a straight line from that point through the center of the 


chart. on this line, at the same distance from the center as the original 
point, but on the opposite side of the center, is the point with the 


complex reciprocal of the original. with practice, you can 
and a straightedge without even marking the chart.

Hi Dennis, 
I own both a 817 and a K2 and here are the pros and cons. 


The 817 has some features the K2 currently lacks, such as AM, and FM. It 
also has general coverage receive and covers 50, 144, and 432 MHz out of 
the box. The K2 is strictly ham band 160-10. 


The K2 has better receiver dynamic range, has full break in cw (the 817 is 
only semi), has cw memories, you can adjust the speed from the front 
panel, offers 4 filter widths for SSB and cw (the 817 supports only one 
additional filter). The K2 consumes much less power to operate, offers a 
2.9 AH internal battery (vs the 1.6AH for the 817), and supports an 
internal antenna tuner. If HF is your bag, the K2 supports two antenna 
ports that are front panel switchable, as well as a seperate receive 
antenna port. Also the K2 now has an audio filter option as well. Also 
power is variable from .1W to 10W while the 817 has fixed power settings 
and a max of 5 watts. 


Both offer computer control and the usual bells and whistles. 


The 817 offers a small footprint, but by the time you add the LDG Z-11 
tuner and an external battery you end up with a package that is about the 
same size as a K2. Except the K2 offers most features and functions 
controlled from the front panel and the 817 relies on menus. 


Costwise, my FT-817, with the LDG Z-11 tuner, TCXO, 500Hz filter and 1.6AH 
Maha battery is probally more expensive than a fully equipped K2. 


I use the 817 for VHF/UHF and SWBC listening. I use the K2 for all other 
HF QRP operating. 


And of course, the 817 is a store bought radio. You get the pleasure of 
crafting your kK2. 


You may want to read the technical reviews on the K2 to see why it is 
considered to be a Superior radio. The review in QST, and a comparison to 


other high end radios can be found at http://www.elecraft.com 


Good luck and I'm sure you will enjoy either radio.

I think they are different animals after the same food. The specs are revealing, 
and one might serve better than the other depending on what kind of operating you 
do! 


Also, and this is a biggie, the K2 is a kit, and the Yeasu comes manufactured. 
(But you can now get K2s already built, or made for you by a friend.) The Ft-817 
really needs the CW filter added if you operate CW, IMHO, but there are already 
aftermarket products available because the Yeasu is selling so well. The RX on 
the K2 compares favorably to any rig I've ever used, and I like the digital set-up 
on the filters, playing with Spectrogram was fun, and it allowed me to set my 
filters JUST the way I want! That's important to me. Another issue is power 
consumption, and the kind of batteries you want to lug around if portable.

The W3FF antenna can be made to operate on 40 and 30 meters when you 
wind the proper coils set for each band. I have done what is specified below 
and it works well for me. The coils are wound on cpve 1/2 inch pipe and the 
data given is either from W3FF for the 40 meter coil, and my experimental 
found 30 meter coils. 


40 meter coils: 

150 turns of #24 speaker wire makes a coil 9.5" long and requires a 
11" cpve pipe with holes 3/4" from the ends and is used on the side fed with 
the shield of the coax, called the "Cold Side". 


120 turns is a coil of 8" and needs a 9 1/2" cpvc pipe and is on the 
hot side. 


30 meter coils: 


59 turns using #26 hookup wire fits on a 5" cpvc pipe and is on the 
hot side. 


68 turns also 5" pipe is on the cold side. 
NOTES: 


1. I used #26 hookup wire on both 30 and 40 meters and it works fine at QRP 
powers. Same number of turns on 40 meters.

He drilled a cheap pair of 
5M long measuring tapes every 5 cm and then mounted them on aa 
small block of wood, along with a plastic T. The T accepts two 
or three bamboo poles (from the same dollar store as the tapes 
:-) to form either dipole or loop supports. He stxreches each 
tape to length and slips a hole over protruding bolts connected 
to the center insulator, with the tension of the reel keeping 
the tape in contact with the bolt. A couple of stationery 
clamps keep the tape along the supports.

Tom, 

Technically, copper does not rust, it oxidizes. Some oxides are conductive, 
but off the top of my head I do not remember if Copper is one. I think it 
is semiconductive at best for at one time VOM (test meters) used copper 
oxide rectifiers. 

(Aside, tip of the week: When and old VOM blows the copper oxide rectifier 
stack (usually a full wave two diode equivalent), replace each side with a 
1N34 germanium diode. It will be close enough for the accuracy of the 2 1/2 
inch type meter movements on AC line voltage, and as a bonus, sticking a 
wire into the AC voltage jack on the lowest AC volts scale will yield a 
useful untuned field strength meter for RF.) 


But, what makes copper strand oxidation a non issue, if the antenna was 
built correctly to start, is this: 


You should use clean stranded wire, or clean the ends before soldering to 
the feed line. (That is the ONLY way to ensure an adequately wetted solder 
joint). If the pigtail you solder to the feedline on each side of a dipole 
center insulator is clean Ie all strands bright and shiny, then the solder 
will bridge the strands and in effect short them all in parallel and make 
the equivalent of one conductor even if you did not solder the strands at 
the far end of the dipole legs, ( and most don't). 


Then, even with that taking care of the problem; the RF travels by skin 
effect on the surface few atoms of each strand of wire anyway, thus the 
oxidation is often overcome simply by the capacitance of strands to each 
other, and multiple paths combining to form the wire effective diameter and 
keeping the impedance low for RF. 


However, if the ends did not all solder to the feeders, you might get some 
strand to strand rectification from one being oxidized more than another 
etc. 

Another example, is those connections made not by solder but by wire nuts as 
I do at Field Days. The twisting of the strands, which I preclean and 
retwist, is further twisted by the screw action of the wire nut, and the 
strands are shorted together, and friction breaks any oxides and then the 
strands get paralleled as in soldering, in my opinion. Anyway, no mixer 
effect on FD antennas for past 4 years that we have used wire nuts! 


One list member, reported he used wire nuts year round for his wire antenna 
to feeder connections. 

A properly torqued center insulator scheme such as the Emtech Ladder Grabber 
should also effectively short all the strands and keep any oxidation 
problems from happening unless water gets inside the assembly over a long 
time, or from condensation. Antenna connections should be checked every 
year and serviced and cleaned as needed, to preclude any strange effects. 
If a long time antenna you have develops birdies in your rig where you know 
the rig originally did not have birdies, then the first thing to check are 
all the feeder and antenna connection points for corrosion, oxidation, and 
rectification possibilities.

ULYSSES FORECASTS WEATHER AT SUN'S NORTH POLE 


Space physicists predict gusty winds for the next few 
months at the Sun's north pole, an area that will be observed 
when the Ulysses spacecraft passes over it starting on Aug. 
31. 


This pass over the pole occurs at a time of solar 
maximum, when the Sun is more active. "The solar wind is 
patchier -- gustier -- during solar maximum, because the 
sources of the wind are more irregular," said Dr. Edward 
Smith, the project scientist at NASA's Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory on Ulysses, which is managed jointly by JPL and the 
European Space Agency. 


This will be Ulysses' second pass over the Sun's north 
pole. It completed a circuit of the Sun in 1996 when the Sun 
was less active, then passed by the Sun's south pole last fall 
when the Sun was much more active. Now scientists will use 
what they've learned from previous passes to analyze data in 
the coming months. 


Earth's magnetic field reverses itself only once every 
200,000 years or so, but the Sun's internal magnet flips every 
11 years, associated with a rise in solar activity. As it 
flips, the magnetic field becomes disordered, and the surface 
of the Sun becomes more active, shooting out bubbles of gas 
and energy called coronal mass ejections in every direction. 
The reversal of the magnetic field has a particularly dramatic 
effect on the poles. The Sun's magnetic field will be weak and 
X-ray coronal holes at the north pole should have shrunk 
during this solar maximum, because the magnetic field is 
unevenly spread around the surface of the Sun. 


In 1995, Ulysses saw strong and simple magnetic fields at 
both poles of the Sun. Large, dark X-ray coronal holes formed 
in the solar atmosphere over the polar caps. The solar wind is 
fast and hot when coronal holes in the Sun remain open over 
long periods of time, as they do at solar minimum. 


As Ulysses passed by the south pole of the Sun a few 
months ago, scientists expected to find that magnetic lines 
were pointing outward, because observations from Earth show 
that the magnetic field has already reversed at the Sun's 
surface. Instead, they found that the magnetic lines were 
still pointing inward, just as they had been throughout solar 
minimum. They theorize that this could be caused by the 
magnetic lines forming small, closed loops next to the pole 
instead of escaping into space. For now, the magnetic field 


and solar wind seen over the pole appear to originate near the 
Sun's equator rather than from the polar cap. 


The Ulysses science team will also study energetic 
charged particles, which speed away from the Sun's surface and 
escape into space. These are a regular feature of solar 
maximum. "These energetic solar particles can be as hot as 
100 billion Kelvin (180 billion Fahrenheit) and can cause 
damage to spacecraft," said Dr. Bruce Goldstein, deputy 
project scientist on Ulysses at JPL. "However, they still 
follow the magnetic field lines." 


At solar minimum, Ulysses saw very few particles coming 
from the poles. This was because there were fewer particle 
events occurring on the Sun and also because the particles 
follow magnetic lines of force that did not reach into the 
Sun's polar regions. 


As it studied the south pole during solar maximum, 
Ulysses saw energetic particles from many of the past year's 
solar flares, though they originated at the Sun's equator. 
Those observations are further evidence that the magnetic 
field and solar wind seen at the polar caps really originate 
close to the equator. 


Ulysses, launched in 1990, is a joint venture of NASA and 
the European Space Agency. JPL manages Ulysses for NASA's 
Office of Space Science, Washington, D.C. More information on 
the Ulysses mission is available at the JPL Ulysses web site:

Gang, 


A couple whiles back I asked if anyone knew where I could get an MC2830 
VOX chip for the SG2020, which ain't got built-in VOX. I got a nice note 
from someone to whom I could not respond ('cause his email address only 
works from him to me) suggesting that I build one meself out of circuits 
that approximated the innards of the '2830. Which I didn't do ‘cause I'm 
lazy, ok? 


So I went to the local RS.com store & asked ‘em if they had item 
#21-1832, which the online catalog says is available in local stores. I'd 
looked on all the hooks around that stuff & found ‘em not. So I asked. 
They keep ‘em behind the counter ‘cause they're probably pretty 
walk-able. So for $15 I got a VOX in a box. For use with those 
mic-on-a-boom headsets you can get if you do a lot of telemarketing or 
mobile jibberin'. 


The paperwork (the card what held the toy itself) says that it will work 
with RadioShack, ICOM, Alinco & Standard transceivers. It won't work, 
according to the paperwork, with Kenwood & most Motorola transceivers. 
Which, seein' as how I ain't got one of thems, I don't need to worry 
about. 


The output plug of trhe VOX in a box is one of them micro/mini mono dual 
thingies like you see with "speaker/mic" radios. Maybe even like the one 
on Dave Benson's SSB radios. I dunno exactly about that. Anyway, it was 
obvious that I'd need to open the box & modify things. 


So after messing around with it for a couple hours, burning my fingers & 
meltin' the mini jack where the headset plugs in. It worked out that I 
didn't need to give the circuit a AAA battery. Takes power off the mic 
line if you're using an electret mic (like me). But the PTT line is on 
the connectors marked MIC+ & MIC- on the board. The lines marked SP+ & 
SP- do something else what I couldn't figure out. 


Not havin' a schemo surprised me that I could get it workin’. 


Anyway, after tying the MIC in & the MIC out lines together where I'd 
melted the micro input connector & puttin' the PTT line on the MIC + & 


MIC - lines on the tiny little card pretty much full of SMD, I got it 
workin'. With the K2 (which was a self-defeating thing, since the K2 
already has VOX). I had to modify one of the little chip resistors to 
make it pull the PTT line to ground on the SG2020. So it ended up being 
three mods & some Exacto knive work on the case to get the desk mic & 
other hoses hooked up right to the little thingie. Oh, and I had to bully 
the PTT button to make it do a PTT, but that was easy. 


But now I have VOX for the '2020 & even if I didn't understand how it 
works, not havin' a schemo & all, I still went through a lot less fussin' 
making the RS thing work than I would have gettin' a bunch of op amps &c 
to work as was suggested elsewhen/elsewhere above. 


Now I gotta get ‘nother one & then another headset & see if I can figure 
out how that works. (Wanna bet I can't get a schemo from RS.com on the 
thing? Eh?) 


So now you know.
